President Obama paid homage to the 13 victims of last week's 
shooting attack at Fort Hood, saying these are “trying times 
for our country” and “no faith justifies” the killings. 

“This is a time of war,” Obama said at a ceremony on the 
base in Texas, the largest military base in the U.S, ‘And these 
Americans did not die on a foreign field of battle. They were 
killed here, on American soil, in the heart of this great state, 
in the heart of this great American community” 

Earlier, Obama and first lady Michelle Obama met with 
family members of fallen soldiers and with some of those 
wounded in the attack who are out of the hospital. 

The Defense Department and FBI are investigating the 
Nov 5 massacre and the suspected shooter. Major Nidal 
Malik Hasan, an Army psychiatrist, 

Obama in his speech read the names of each of the 13 slain 
soldiers and vowed that their killer “will be met with jus- 
tice— in this world and in the next,” 

“No faith justifies these murderous and craven acts; no 
just and loving God looks upon them with favor,” Obama 
said. 


THE SCENE 

The stage where Obama spoke in bright sunshine carried 
reminders of the 13 who were kiiled at Fort Hood. An M4 
rifle, barrel pointed down and gunstock topped with an 
Army helmet, was placed in each of 13 pairs of combat 
boots. Pictures of each of those killed were placed in 
front of the boots. 

Still, he added, the U.S, is “a nation of laws whose commit- 
ment to justice is so enduring that we would treat a gunman 
and give him due process, just as surely as we will see that he 
pays for his crimes,” 

The president personalized his remarks, offering a glimpse 
of the life of each of the 13: an immigrant from Thailand, a 
granddaughter of Army veterans, a daughter of immigrant 
parents who was pregnant and “was excited about becoming 
a mother,” 

“These men and women came from all parts of the coun- 
try,” the president said, “Some had signed up to serve in the 
shadow of 9/1 1, Some had known intense combat in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, 


Washington 
sniper executed

John Allen Muhammad was executed Tuesday for mastermind- 
ing and carrying out with his teenage accomplice the 2002 sniper 
shootings that killed 10 people and terrified the Washington, DC. 
region a year after the Sept, ii and the deadly anthrax attacks, 
Muhammad, 48, was put to death by lethal injection at the 
Greensville Correctional Center in Jarratt, Va,, said Virginia 
Department of Corrections spokesman Larry Traylor. 

“Death was pronounced at 9:11 pm. There were no complica- 
tions, Mr, Muhammad was asked if he wished to make a last state- 
ment, He did not acknowledge us or make any statement whatso- 
ever,” Traylor told reporters, 

Muhammad was convicted of killing Dean Harold Meyers at a 
gas station near Manassas, Va,, during a three-week shooting spree 
in October 2002 that spanned Maryland, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia, 

Muhammad's teenage accomplice, Lee Boyd Malvo, also was con- 
victed in a separate trial of another killing in Virginia and is serving a 
life sentence in prison, Malvo was 17 at the time of the shootings. 
There has been uncertainty over exacdy how many of the victims 
were shot by Malvo and how many were killed by Muhammad, though 
courts have found they acted together in all of the sniper slayings. 

The pair shot innocent people who were going about the ordi- 
nary tasks of daily life in places like gas stations, shopping mall 
parking lots and outside restaurants and schools. 

Authorities said Muhammad and Malvo cut a special hole in the 
back of a 1990 Chevrolet Caprice and fired rifle shots from the 
trunk of the car. 

The execution took place after Virginia Governor Timothy 
Kaine rejected Muhammad's request for clemency based on his 
claims of mental illness.

School admission 
criteria to change 


CPS to use socioeconomic 
factors for admissions

In the wake of a federal order placing race off- 
limits as a key admissions criterion to the city’s 
most competitive schools, the Chicago Public 
Schools will use a battery of socioeconomic fac- 
tors to distribute the coveted spots— a strategy 
they hope will maintain racial integration while 
enhancing economic integration. 

It is unclear what the effect of the new policy 
will be. The district is only putting it in place 
for a year, after which officials will assess the 
results. 

Skeptics long have been cynical about 
moves from racial to socioeconomic integra- 
tion, pointing to other districts where schools 
became more segregated after the lifting of a 
federal order to racially integrate, such as in 
San Francisco, Denver and Norfolk. They think 
Chicago’s plan will be no different. 


“{These policies] are probably not going 
to produce a lot of racial diversity,” said 
Gary Orfield, an education professor at the 
University of California-Los Angeles who 
has studied Chicago schools and the decree. 
“There’s a lot of evidence to show that social 
class integration does not lead to a lot of racial 
integration.” 

But district officials are betting their strat- 
egy, developed with outside consultants, offers 
the most comprehensive approach attempted 
yet by a major urban district. CPS chief Ron 
Huberman said he believes the result would be 
a more equitable and fair process that would 
not sacrifice racial integration. 

“It has always been a goal and value of this 
district to have diversity,” Huberman said. “We 
believe that {this program] will have the same 
effect.” 

The district also announced Tuesday it would 
put on hold the controversial practice of allow- 
ing magnet school principals to select 5 percent 
of their students. Principals at so-called selec- 


tive schools still would be allowed the princi- 
pal’s discretion, but they will face more scrutiny 
from the central office. Federal authorities are 
investigating admissions policies at the district’s 
selective enrollment high schools. 

In another major change announced Tuesday, 
the district has adopted a computerized model 
to assign students to schools rather than allow- 
ing principals to make the decision. 

In the past, parents and students complained 
principals would not admit students who 
did not rank their school at the top of their 
four choices. Now, students can rank all nine 
schools, and a computer will determine the 
highest ranked school they can get into based 
on their test scores. 

The new criteria for magnet admissions are 
more involved. Siblings of kids who already 
attend will be granted admission. Of the 
remaining seats, half will go to children who live 
within a certain proximity of the school and the 
other half will be distributed based on a lottery 
in each of the four tiers. 


A hint of 
Hollywood 
in Chicago?

Is Chicago about to become a big-time 
movie location for indoor shoots? If all 
goes according to plan, the city will be 
home to an enormous new soundstage 
complex sometime next year, located 
on almost 50 acres of buildings that for- 
merly housed Ryerson Steel on the near 
Southwest Side. In theory, it could mean 
Chicago will be a draw for the kinds of 
movies that necessitate large-scale spe- 
cial effects. 

Despite a recently announced 
$5 million infusion from an Illinois state 
grant, the project has yet to be officially 
announced and a certain tempering of 
expectations is in order. Chicago has 
been down this path before; in the past, 
talk of other soundstage proposals never 
quite got off the ground, despite initial 
excitement. 

The owners in this case, a company 
called Cinespace Film Studios, already 
operate three soundstages in Toronto. 
They are an established brand name. 

“The studios love doing business with 
them,” said Rich Moskal of the Chicago 
Film Office. If the Chicago property is 
indeed fully developed— a process that 
probably would happen in stages— it 
would be the largest facility of its kind in 
North America outside Hollywood. 

More space means Chicago could 
accommodate several indoor shoots at 
once— which translates into more jobs for 
local crews and more money spent in the 
state. The city has one soundstage avail- 
able, Chicago Studio City, which offers 
less than 200,000 square feet, compared 
with the potential for some i million 
square feet on the Cinespace site. But if 
Chicago already has a soundstage, is there 
enough of a demand for another? 

“There have been times when we lost 
projects,” Moskal said. Some films need 
massive amounts of indoor space because 
of their extraordinary special effects 
requirements, and Betsy Steinberg, of 
the Illinois Film Commission, is hoping 
to lure those here. Illinois offers a bet- 
ter incentive package than California, so 
why not? 
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CTA chief: Stroller story ‘plausible’ 


A woman who says her toddler’s stroller was 
dragged by a CTA train and her daughter flung 
off the station platform seems to be telling 
a “plausible story” CTA President Richard 
Rodriguez said Tuesday 

Rodriguez also said the doors of the car 
appeared to be operating properly and that the 
investigation was focusing on the operator. 

“We will now turn our investigation to the 
rail operator to try to find out exactly why the 


rail operator moved the train,” Rodriguez said. 

Rodriguez’s remarks came less than a week 
after police authorities said they also found 
Ebere Ozonwu’s story credible. 

The 22-month-old girl, Rachel, was not seri- 
ously hurt in the Nov 2 incident. Her mother 
told police the stroller got caught in a closing 
door and then was dragged down a platform at 
the Red Line’s Morse station until it hit a guard- 
rail. The girl fell off the platform and alongside 


the tracks. 

Union officials questioned Ozonwu’s story, 
producing a photo of the folding stroller and 
saying it did not appear to have sustained the 
kind of damage that would result from smash- 
ing into a metal barrier. 

But last week, Chicago investigators said they 
had found paint on the stroller that appeared to 
have transferred from the railing. 

On Tuesday Rodriguez said part of a sticker 


from the stroller was found on the rubber bar- 
rier between the doors. The wheel of the stroll- 
er might have gotten caught in the door, he 
said. 

The driver’s union representatives have said 
she told them she checked the platform and did 
not see a stroller caught in the doors. 

Witnesses who heard Ozonwu’s screams and 
saw the baby along the rails came to her aid. She 
suffered only minor injuries.

Trial begins 
for man accused 
of kiliing 11 

A man accused of raping and killing ii women 
sat quietly with his attorneys Tuesday as his 
long-awaited trial started with prosecutors 
detailing crimes that terrorized the South Side 
for much of the ’90s. 

Andre Crawford, 47, is charged with the mur- 
der and rape of ii women and the attempted 
murder and rape of a 12th woman, all of whom 
were attacked in abandoned buildings in New 
City after agreeing to exchange sex for drugs. 

“Generally, these women were prostitutes, 
drug users all living in the New City neighbor- 
hood,” Assistant State’s Atty Patrick McGuire 
told jurors in his opening statement. “They 
couldn’t defend themselves as he strangled the 
life out of them.” 

In many cases, McGuire said Crawford 
took the victims’ clothes and shoes, disposing 
of them to hide any fingerprints he may have 
left. 

As more bodies were discovered, police 
found a common DNA profile from samples 
recovered from seven of the deceased vic- 
tims and the lone survivor. In 2000, Crawford 
became a suspect and his DNA was found to 
match those eight cases. 

He also gave police videotaped confessions to 
each murder, including one for which another 
man had been convicted. 

Crawford’s attorney, Debra Seaton, said the 
conviction of that man, Hubert Geralds, cast 
doubt on Crawford’s confession to all the mur- 
ders. “The videotaped statements are only the 
final product {of the police investigation],” she 
said. “Tbu will not see any of the rest of the 
interrogation.” 

Seaton said the absence of physical evidence 
in some of the cases, the presence of other sus- 
pects and the allegedly inconsistent statements 
by the survivor should give jurors pause. She 
implored them to look beyond the grisly crime 
scene photos.

□ MOBILE Ida dwindled to a tropical 
depression Tuesday after crawling 
ashore in Alabama from the Gulf of Mexico, 
and oil operations in the Gulf were returning 
to normal after being widely disrupted by the 
storm. 

Ida, which at its peak had been a late-sea- 
son Category 2 hurricane, made its U.S. land- 
fall at Mobile. 

But while it pushed rain inland, it appeared 
to have caused only minor flooding and mini- 
mal power outages. 

“Ida has lost tropical characteristics and 
its winds are expected to slowly diminish 
during the next day or so,” the Miami-based 
National Hurricane Center said. 

Ida’s winds had decreased to near 35 miles 
per hour and the NHC said all storm warn- 
ings had been discontinued. 

Inhabitants of the southern Alabama city 
shrugged off the effects of Ida. 

“I’ve got to go check on my mom ... but 
there’s just not much to this. We got a lot 
worse over the summer and that wasn’t even 
tropical weather,” said Gerald Parker as he 
sipped coffee at a gas station. 

Alabama Power said initially Tuesday it had 
about 3,800 customers without power— many 
on Dauphin Island off Mobile, which caught

the brunt of Ida’s landfall— but it expected 
outage numbers to decline as the weather 
system moved toward Florida.

BLACKHAWKS YOUNG GUN IS JUST A NORMAL KID-EXCEPT HE’S NOT

Deep down, Patrick Kane is pretty nervous. 
He’d be lying if he told you he wasn’t. 

The 2007 overall top draft pick is stand- 
ing in a hallway of the United Center when he 
spots the goalie of the Detroit Red Wings— the 
Blackhawks’ arch rival. 

But this isn’t just any goalie. It’s “The 
Dominator,” Dominik Hasek, one of the best 
goalies in hockey, was Kane’s idol as a kid. He 
watched him play for the Sabres in Buffalo, 
where Kane was raised. 

Nudged by his dad, Kane approaches Hasek 
for a photo, 

“Wait, wait, aren’t you the kid that just scored 
on me?” Hasek asks him, “I was like ‘yeah,’” 
Kane recalls of meeting Hasek after he scored 
the game-winning goal in a shootout in his first 
home game, 

“I don’t know if he was too happy But in the 
picture, he’s got a really big smile,” Kane told 
RedEye in an interview last month at the stadi- 
um, “It was one of those moments you remem- 
ber for the rest of your life,” 

Since then, Kane, now 20, has racked up acco- 
lades and career highlights, including winning 
the Calder Trophy for rookie of the year, being 
named to the starting lineup for the 2009 NHL 
All-Star Game and becoming the youngest player 
to grace the cover of an NHL video game. 

But his meteoric rise has not been without 
controversy The highly publicized altercation 
between Kane, his cousin and a cab driver in 
Buffalo this summer, in which Kane pleaded guilty 
to a non-criminal charge of disorderly conduct, 
has cast a shadow over his accomplishments, 

“It’s one of those things where it might be bet- 
ter if it happened sooner rather than later because 
you realize who your true friends are, who’s going 
to be there for you throughout your whole life. 
Maybe it humbled me even more,” Kane said. 


“I’m not mad about what happened. I’m not 
mad that it got blown out of the media and 
maybe blown out of proportion in the media 
too. But at the same time, I think I’m looking to 
move forward and just try to be a regular kid,” 
Kane, just shy of his 21st birthday, bears 
the responsibility of having the future of the 
Blackhawks franchise riding on his shoulders. 
But he’s also just a kid, A kid with a boyish 
grin, A kid who sometimes plays himself in the 
new “NHL 10” video game. And a kid who’s 
still adjusting to how big of a hockey superstar 
he truly is. Case in point: Even his Halloween 
costume sparked debate after a photo surfaced 
online showing Kane and teammate Adam 
Burish dressed as former Bulls players, wearing 
makeup to darken their skin. 

When Kane, who lives downtown, hears his 
name shouted as he’s walking down Michigan 
Avenue, he turns around expecting to see some- 
one he knows. He’s even stunned to be recog- 
nized by other athletes —like the time he walked 
by Bears defensive end Alex Brown after filming 
a commercial at Halas Hall in Lake Eorest, 

“He’s on the phone with his wife {saying} 
‘Honey honey I got to call you back. Guess who 
I’m talking to right now? Patrick Kane,’ I’m like, 
‘Wow, this is a football player saying this about 
me,’ It’s pretty cool,” said Kane, recounting the 
story 

Hockey fans are equally taken aback by Kane, 
Brent Zartler, 23, said he was “awestruck” 
when he met Kane at the Blackhawks conven- 
tion in the summer, “He was very polite, not a 
big ego,” said Zartler, who lives in Tinley Park, 
His girlfriend, Brittany Houdek, 23, gushed 
about Kane as she wore his No, 88 jersey, the 
top-selling Hawks jersey and sixth overall sold 
on shop.nhl.com, 

“I like that he’s aggressive and gets the job 
done all the time,” said Houdek, of Tinley Park, 
His talent is undeniable. 


“He’s an unbelievable passer, and it’s tough to 
make plays over sticks and find people in con- 
gested areas,” said Eddie Olczyk, TV analyst for 
the Hawks on Comcast SportsNet, 

The Hawks are selling out home games after 
rallying fans last year in a city where hockey is 
often overshadowed by the Bears, BuUs, Cubs 
and Sox, The team’s playoff run ended when the 
Hawks lost in the conference finals against the 
Redwings, 

Hours before last month’s home opener, fans 
flocked to the United Center, cheering for Kane 
as he and his teammates strutted down the red 
carpet on Madison Street, 

“He’s a good guy, but he had his slip-up in the 
summer,” said Brian Dunne, 18, a student who 
lives in Westmont, “Hopefully there’s no more 
dumb kid-related stuff” 

When faced with adversity, people show their 
true colors in how they react, said Olczyk, a for- 
mer Blackhawk who was the third overall pick 
in 1984 when he was 18, the same age Kane was 
when he was drafted, 

“He put himself in that situation, and he 
owned up to it,” he said. 

Though Kane has never publicly discussed the 
details of what happened in the cab that summer 
night, he has apologized, 

‘As a society, I think we’re pretty respectful of 
honesty, and everybody’s got to make mistakes. 
Nobody goes through life, especially young kids, 
without making mistakes,” Olczyk said, “At 
some point, most— not all— a very high major- 
ity of players need a wake-up call or something 
to have them take a step back and realize the 
position they’re in,” 

Off the ice, Kane feels like he’s under a micro- 
scope, He’s trying to rebuild his reputation. 

But would he trade places with his college pals? 
“Not a chance,” Kane said, “I’d rather be in my 
situation any day of the week,”

Small fish in a big pond 


Illinois native folk singer 
Lissie Maurus takes off 
with prime opening slots 

By Matt Pais 

Summer 2001: Singer-songwriter Lissie Maurus 
lives in Wrigleyville and performs at random open 
mics in the wake of being booted from Rock Island 
High School for spitting in a teacher’s face. 

January 2008: After two years of college in 
Colorado and making contacts while living in L. A. 
since 2004, the Rock Island native, without hav- 
ing released any music, opens for Lenny Kravitz, 
including a stop at Chicago’s Riviera during the 10- 
date tour. How? A mutual friend directed Kravitz to 
Maurus’ MySpace page, and Kravitz agreed to take 
her on tour. 

Thursday: Maurus, who now lives in Ojai, 
Calif, will open for heavyweight troubadour Ray 
LaMontagne at Chicago’s Auditorium Theatre. It’s 
the result of the artists’ common booking agent 
playing Maurus’ material for LaMontagne, who 
became a fan. Her debut EP— the striking, soulful 
“Why Tbu Runnin’ ’’—will have come out two days 
earlier on Fat Possum, which launched the Black 
Keys’ career and is the current home to Andrew 
Bird. 

The familiar lesson: It’s all who you know. Yet 
Maurus’ gorgeous voice, which sometimes resem- 
bles Neko Case, and her troublemaking past— a 
stark contrast to the 26 -year-old’s deeply humble, 
Midwestern aesthetic— are a bit more unusual. 

How nervous were you for your first show opening 
for Lenny Kravitz or Ray LaMontagne? 

Like medium-nervous. Nervous ’cause I wanted 
to do a good job but also confident that I could. 
Definitely some butterflies in my belly, but with 
the big crowds it’s dark enough in the theaters 
that if I just sort of take a deep breath, I can trans- 
port myself to a place where I can just tune every- 
thing else out other than the song I’m singing. 

How much feedback did either one give you? 

Lenny wasn’t around as much. He kind of was a 
little more mysterious ... whereas Ray, the first 
show he gave me flowers and he wrote me a note; 
he watched my whole set, thanked me for coming 
... and said I did a great job. I’ve been hanging out 
with him.

1 1 1 E Waiting out the release date delays was 
mmmm worth it. The best hip-hop debut since 
“Lupe Fiasco’s Food and Liquor,” “Attention Deficit” 
announces Wale as an MC to be taken seriously from 
the first strands of opener “Triumph,” a horn-driven 
party stomp produced by Dave Sitek of TV on the 
Radio. The album, which actually showcases non-Auto- 
Tune vocals and a host of real instruments (including 
bells, flutes and live drums on “Prescripton”), boasts 
a handful of different producers (including Mark 
Ronson, 9th Wonder and the Neptunes) yet retains 
surprising cohesiveness thanks to Wale’s clever, 
attention-getting lyrics. On the Ronson-produced 
“90210,” the D.C. rapper captures a “regular girl with 
celebrity dreams,” noting, “She barely eat at all, if she 
do she eats light/indulge in a meal when the toilet’s in 
sight ... To read for ‘Seven Pounds’ must release seven 
pounds.” He also delivers a great one-liner for football 
fans on “Chillin’,” featuring Lady Gaga, declaring, “You 
n****s mad that you not me/I remain a Giant and you 
Jeremy Shockey.”

“TV in the Radio,” featuring K’Naan, and Wale reiterates that he’s equally at home surfing a 
thumping, horn-soaked, wake-up-the-neighbors backbeat as he is getting serious.

Local playwright brings 
Jon Langford’s music and 
paintings to life

Mark Guarino’s ‘Ml the 
Fame of Lofty Deeds” 
isn’t a tribute to veteran 
Chicago musician Jon 
Langford (The Mekons, 

The Waco Brothers), but 
we wouldn’t blame you for 
thinking so at the outset. The new play features 
a few songs from Langford’s 2004 album of the 
same name, the storyline picks up themes from 
the album, and the play’s artistic direction found 
inspiration in Langford’s modern honky-tonk 
paintings. Guarino (above) takes it from there. 

Lofty Deeds is a fictional country music singer 
from the days of the Grand Ole Opry represent- 
ing a forgotten tradition of heartfelt American 
music that’s hard to come by nowadays when 
singers are brands first, artists second. “Lofty 
Deeds,” however, isn’t a weepy ode to the days of 
yore. 

“It’s very satirical,” says Guarino, a longtime 
Chicago music journalist. “I think it’s going to 
drive home some real, bitter truths. But you’ll 
laugh. That’s all I can hope for.” 

We checked in with Guarino days before the 
play’s debut by Jeff award-winning company the 
House Theatre of Chicago. 


Did you hear Langford’s Lofty Deeds CD and say, “I 
have to make this into a play”? 

{Langford] handed me a CD of songs that he 
thought would work together {thematically}, so 
I sat down to try and figure out what each song 
was trying to say ... I was always a big fan of his, 
especially of the Waco Brothers, so I pulled out all 
of his albums, songs that I really liked that I hoped 
would be in the play as well, so it was sort of a mix 
and match. 

How did the idea take shape? 

{Langford’s} original idea was just to have this char- 
acter, Lofty Deeds, kind of a burned out cowboy, 
talking to the portraits of all these dead country 
singers. So I took that route and started writing 
it; the story really evolved from there. ... I really 
wanted to make sure the play can exist outside of 
Jon’s world as a stand-alone play I didn’t want to 
write a revue of Jon’s songs. 

How are things going now that the play is about 
to open? 

One thing about the House {Theatre} that I’ve 
learned is that they work really well together, 
they’ve been so pleasant to deal with. They’re all 
very calm and collected. 

You haven’t been nervously wringing your hands 
and sweating? 

No, not at all. {Laughs} I keep waiting for them to 
give me a chance and they haven’t. ... I’ve got to say, 
it’s very different from other experiences I’ve had. 


Different from other play writing experiences? 

Right. They’re very organized. ... They get it. That’s 
the reason why the play really found a home with 
them. They read it and they were excited by it and 
they found it as a challenge. I’d shown it to some 
other theater companies that literally told me, 
“This is unproduceable.” 

Because of the visual elements and live music? 

Yeah, but {they’re bringing} the multimedia ele- 
ments to it. ... They’re having fun with it, and 
they’re going to make it look really great. ... I think 
it’s because of Jon’s paintings that I was able to go 
into this really far, fantastic world. 

I read that Jon Langford said you took the script 
into “wild absurdist territory.” 

Yeah. {Laughs} I think he also said “you made it 
like the opening ceremony of the Olympics.” I 
think that’s just because there’s so much rich stuff 
to play with. You can’t help but play with it.

‘Idol’ runner-up gearing up 
for debut album release

Kicking off a typical seven-day work week in the 
offices of his management company 19 Entertain- 
ment, Adam Lambert fixed his gaze on his own pret- 
ty face. Scattered across his publicist’s desk were 
proof sheets from a photo session with the singer, 
who will release his debut album on RCA Records, 
“For Your Entertainment,” on Nov. 23. 


The shots captured Lambert in typical glam-god poses: pea- 
cock, street tough, space oddity, freaky adventurer in the bou- 
doir of the damned. Lambert, who in person is none of those 
things but rather a grounded 27-year-old, took up a red pencil 
and circled a frame. 

“This one needs a little fix here,” he said, momentarily play- 
ing art director. It’s all part of one big performance for Lambert 
as he works to resurrect rock in the new pop age. But hold on. 
When such hyperbole is thrust at him, he lifts a ring-laden hand 
to brush it away 

“I want to put it out there that I don’t take myself all that 
seriously” he said. That’s one of his mantras. “The dress-up sup- 
ports that; the fantasy element supports it. People want to talk 
about whether I have rock cred, whether I’m selling out, the 
theatricality, the gay stuff. ... Chill out! And just enjoy yourself 
It’s not that deep.” 

Then he corrected himself, slightly 

“Sometimes it is deep. Some of the songs on the album are,” 
he admitted, pointing to the song “Soaked,” about the loneli- 
ness of one-night stands that’s actually a cover of an unreleased 
track from Muse, and a very serious one at that. He also singled 
out “Broken Open,” a ballad he co-wrote, which he said is about 
encouraging a lover to become vulnerable enough to cry 

“But sometimes it’s just, ‘This is hot, I feel good, this song 
makes me want to go get a drink and flirt with somebody and 
have a good time.’ Good energy is just as credible as the cathar- 
tic, dark, heavy {bleep],” he said. “It’s just as important!” 

This might be the most exciting message Lambert carries 
forward into one of the most intensely observed major label 
debuts in recent pop history He’s reminding America that rock

As an openly gay man 
during a time when that 
identity has become more 
acceptable (in the media, 
at least), Lambert starts 
his career with a surprising 
advantage over apparently 
straight rockers: He’s 
expected to be in touch with 
his feminine side. 

“I’m the gay guy pushing 
the straight boundaries,” the 
“American Idol” runner-up 
said. “But that’s what I did 
on the show! Like when I 
did ‘Ring of Fire,’ I went 
full-on with eye makeup, 
a really weird outfit and 
leather. The very next 
week, I did ‘Tracks of My 
Tears’ in a suit, looking 
really hetero. I was playing 
with my image. It wasn’t that 
I was trying to be straight.” 
His playful pan-sexuality and 
flamboyant swagger, once 
qualities common to hard 
rockers, are now owned by 
the likes of Pink and Lady 
Gaga. Lambert understands 
that. He also cites Justin 
Timberlake as a kindred 
spirit, if not musically, then in 
terms of showmanship and 
fluid style. 

“I think the next generation 
coming up is a little bit 
more open-minded,” he 
said. “More accepting, more 
colorful, more multi-genre, 
multiethnic, multi-sexuality, 
which is more utopian. Or I 
think so. I hope so.” la. times

music can be joyful, light-spirited and sublimely 
silly, just as pop can explore serious subjects 
beyond the call to hit the dance floor. And that 
a rock star might also like to dance. 

“His No. I challenge, which I think he’ll 
pass, is stay true to himself and to roll with 
the punches as they come,” said Rob Cavallo, 
who has worked with a range of artists includ- 
ing Green Day and the Dave Matthews 
Band and produced four tracks on “For Your 
Entertainment.” 

“He’s going to have successes. He might have 
people against him. Which is exactly what hap- 
pened to Elvis, the Beatles, to Prince. ... There 
will be controversy, and there will be opinions. 
If he stays true to himself, he will be one of 
those great artists to watch over the years.” 

Lambert admits a huge debt to David Bowie, 
whom he describes as “my favorite,” and other 
glam and classic rockers such as Mick Jagger 


and Marc Bolan of T. Rex. He also repeatedly 
cites Prince and Michael Jackson. 

Lambert’s efforts to succeed as a rocker will 
hinge on his ability to tap into the legacy Bowie 
and those others represent. 

His “emo” side, linking him to bands such as 
Fall Out Boy, also helps. But it’s hard to know 
if the rock world— and rock radio, in particu- 
lar-will embrace him. 

“When bands like Fall Out Boy and All 
American Rejects first came out, they got air- 
play on modern-rock stations,” noted Leslie 
Fram, a rock radio veteran who’s program direc- 
tor of New York’s RXP (101.9-FM). “But when 
they crossed over to the Top 40, it was the nail 
in the coffin. They went over to the pop side, 
image-wise, and modern-rock radio wanted 
nothing to do with them.” 

Lambert’s trying something even these 
bands didn’t attempt— to succeed in both the 


rock and pop camps at once. He loves his glam, 
but he admits that in terms of today’s stars, he 
has more in common with Beyonce than with 
Chris Daughtry 

“I listen to crazy, robust rock music where 
they sing their faces off, and soul music, which 
can be similar,” Lambert said. “But I also lis- 
ten to a lot of dance music. I love that style. I 
was a Paula Abdul fan, a Michael Jackson fan, a 
Madonna fan. When Christina Aguilera came 
out when I was in high school, that was a great 
example of someone taking the pop-dance feel 
but who could really sing. 

“Pop stars have done it; it’s just not a lot of 
guys have done it. Maybe it’s a question of mas- 
culine persona.” 

What really separates Lambert from much 
of pop’s young elite is his voice, an instrument 
whose timbre, power and range recalls those 
titans of hard rock. 


“He can sing almost any note on a guitar from 
the lowest to highest,” said Cavallo, who thinks 
Lambert’s sense of style and soul, combined 
with that range, puts him in the realm of the 
greats. 

‘And if you’re in the studio with him and 
say, ‘Can we get a little more dirty?’ he’ll go 
‘Waaaaah!’ And then the microphone is melted 
and the speakers have exploded.” 

Lambert’s singing, like his taste and his per- 
sonal style, put him beyond a boundary 

“I met with {a vocal coach] over the summer 
and talked to him about it, and the funny thing 
was, you know when I do those little, crazy, 
screamy notes? He’s like, ‘We don’t really have 
a way to teach that. It kind of goes outside of 
our box.’ Those notes that sound sort of like 
rock-scream, no one ever taught me to do. I 
sort of had to teach myself. You just do it. It’s 
just a sound you make.”

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Maximize your 
next wine fasting 

Wine tasting events at restaurants, wine bars and festivals have become 
increasingly popular lately 

No doubt tastings are a fun way to meet up with friends and social- 
ize, but they also can be an invaluable tool to help you learn about wine. 

A typical wine tasting is offered at a set fee and allows you to sample 
a selection of different types of wine that have been chosen according 
to a theme: price point, region or grape variety 
Upon arrival, you are armed with a wine glass and a roster of the 
available wines for tasting. The natural inclination maybe to start at 
the beginning of the list and work your way down, but Td suggest a dif- 
ferent strategy to get the most out of your wine tasting experience. 

First thing: Look at the tasting sheet and road-map your tasting 
order. Start off with sparkling wines, then move to white wines fol- 
lowed by red wines; dessert selections should be last. Sometimes the 
layout of the wines in the room may not follow this order so you may 
need to move around a bit. 

When noting which wines you would like to try, I would strongly 
encourage you to give first priority to varietals and regions that youVe 
never experienced before, A wine tasting, after all, is there for you to 
discover new selections, so make it point to be adventurous. 

Another suggestion would be to see if there are different regional 
offerings of the same grape variety that can show you the effect a grow- 
ing region can have on flavor. Consider grabbing a second wine glass so 
that you can compare selections side by side. 

Once you have established your game plan, it's now time to taste. 
The person behind the table will pour you a i- to 2-ounce taste. If you 
don't have any questions for himyher, step away from the table. 

After swirling, smelling and tasting, jot down whatever impressions 
you have of the wine, 

I don't always finish my full sample portion, I will often spit out what 
I taste. This allows me to sample more wines. It may seem abnormal 
and gross at first but after some practice, you get used to it. 

Before moving on to the next selection you can rinse out your glass 
with water or sometimes the pourer will offer to rinse out your glass 
with a splash of wine. Once you have gone through your tasting order, 
take a look at your sheet and then re-visit any favorites. 

Another helpful tip is to use your cell phone camera to take a photo 
of the wine label for your next wine shopping trip, redeye special contribu- 
tor ALPANA SINGH IS DIRECTOR OF WINE AND SPIRITS FOR LETTUCE ENTERTAIN YOU ENTERPRISES 
AND THE HOST OF “CHECK, PLEASEr ON WTTW.
